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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Upon further consideration, the 1 12 rejection of 
the claims is hereby withdrawn. However, the obviousness type double patenting and the 102(e) rejections are maintained. In response to 
Applicants' argument that the reference of lacovangelo '032 does not teach the haze prevention layer, it is noted that patented claims 8-9 
disclose an interlayer comprising a plasma polymerized organosilicon material between the substrate and the metal layer. This interlayer 
meets the requirement of the presently claimed haze prevention layer. The examiner would like to emphasize that it is the interlayer in 
claims 8-9 of the reference, not the metal oxide layer, that meets the requirement of the haze prevention layer. It is further noted that claim 
7 of the reference discloses the metal layer as in direct contact with the substrate. Thus, the metal oxide layer in the reference cannot be 
between the substrate and the metal layer. 
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
